(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA AND A JURY.) 


The hearing was resumed of the action for 
alleged assault brought by James Doherty, 
farmer, the Strand, Carrick-on-Suir, Co. 
Tipperary, against Thomas Spain, Kilkenny ; 
John Hartigan, Thurles, and John Shaw, 
Norris Miils, Co. Clare, all members of the 
Detective Branch of the,Civic Guard. 


appeared for the plaintiff; and Mr. Wood, 
K.C.; Mr. Bewley, K.C., and Mr. Binchy 
(instructed by Mr. Anthony O'Carroll) for the 
defendants, 

Maurice Healy, Transport Union ovfiicial, 
Newline road, Carrick-on-Suir, and Janes 
Crotty, Coolnamuck, Carrick-on-Suir, also 
bronght actions for damages against the same 
defendants, 

All three actions are being heard together. 

The plaintiffs in their separate statements 
of «laim alleged that they were grievously 
assaulted by all three defendants by being 
beaten and kicked at the Civic (Guard 
barrack, Rathgormack, on November 23 


a, 
925. 

The defendants deny seriatim all tue 
aliegations of assault, and state that the 
plaintiffs were arrested and taken to Rath- 
gormack Civic Guard station by the defend: 
ants in the bona fide execution and discharge 
of their duty as members of the Civic Guard. 
The defendants say that if they assaulted or 
used violence towards the plaintiffs, which 
was not admitted, they did so in self-defence. 
and to prevent the escape of the plaintiffs 
from. lawful custody! 

MEDICAL EVIDENCE. 

Purcell, examined by Mr. Lynn, 
stated that exnmining Doherty in the 
Civie Guard barracks at Tramore, he found 
bruises on his face and chest and left thigh. 
Across the back there were two definite 
impressions of some instrument having been 
used, A fair amount of violence must have 
heen used to produce these bruises. 

Mr. Justice Hanna--Was the man’s 
apnearance consistent with his having got a 
bad beating—a knocking about ’—Yes 

Mr. Wood—-In place was the 
broken ' u No 

Dr. C. Halpin stated that he found Crotty 
with a fractured rib. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Was there anything on 
the surface of the skin that would indicate 
whether a blow had caused the fracture or 
not ’—Nothineg, my lord. 

Dr. V. White. T.D., also i 
of having examined Crotty at 
County Home. He said that he 
no evidence of a fractured rib. 

Mrs. Margaret Healy, Newline road, 
Carrick-on-Suir, corroborated the evidence 
given by her husband as to the visit of two 
men to their house early on the morning of 
November 23,,and said that she afterwards 
went to the barrack at Rathgormack, 
where her hashand had been taken. | While 
there saw Doherty come cut with a 
soldier and go round to the back. There 
were cuts on Doherty's face and signs of 
hlood on the front of his shirt, and he was 
hardly able to walk. Her husband did not 
resume work until January 11th. 

FACES DISFIGURED. 

Thomas Milia, -postman, Carrick-on-Suir, 
stated that on visiting Rathgormack Barrack 
oa November 23rd he saw Healy and Doherty, 
there, and a third man named Reilly. Their 
laces were disfigured. 

Edward Reilly, Clareen, Carrick-on-Sui, 
stated that early on the morning of Novem- 
ber 23 he was awakened by a knocking on 
the door. Some men entered the house. 
Witness, having been ordered to dress, was 
taken to a motor car, which was driven to 
the Main street, where it stopped. Two of 
the three men then left the car and went 
towards Crotty’s house. They returned with 
Crotty, and they then drove to Rathgormack 
Barracks. Witness found that the men in 
the car were Spain and Hartigan. Crotty 
was separated from him. He was brought 
into a ‘room, where he saw Healy, who had 
cuts on his face. After Crotty was removed 
witness heard screaming, which lasted about 
fifteen minutes. Crotty was afterwards 
brought back to the room. Two men came 
in with revolvers, stood behind witness and 
passed some remark to Crotty. The men 
were Hartigan and Spain. Crotty said: “I 
know nothing about it,’’ and then some re- 
mark was passed about, “ fighting a duel.’’ 

BLOODSTAINS. 

Mr. Lynn—Did you see Hartigan do any- 
thing’—He put a revolver into Crotty’s 
mouth. 

Did you see Spain do anything ?—I dis- 
remember. 

Proceeding, the witness stated that there 
were bloodstains and dirt around the walls 
and floor, and bloodstains on the prisoners 
Later that day Spain and Hartigan came 
into the room where witness and the others 
were, and ordered everybody, except 
Doherty, out of. the room. 

Cross-examining, Mr. Wood read a state- 
ment, which the witness admitted having 
made to Inspector Quinn of the Civic Guards, 
concerning the affair in December last. The 
contents of the statement, witness stated, 
were true. He had signed it. Portion of it 
read : was not molested in any 
way. was treated very well 
by both military and Civic Guards. 
Since 1 was taken here I have no complaint, 
except that I have no bed.’’ 

Mr.Wood—‘'‘ I was treated very well,” is 
that true? That is true. 

And ‘‘I was not molested in any way.” 
That is untrue. 

That statement was read over to you and 
you signed it, and you now say it 1s untrue? 
There is a lot of the statement true, and a 
lot of things left out ‘in it. 


HEARD SCREAMS. 

Mr. Wood—The only things that are left 
oe are the treatment of Healy and Crotty? 

eS. ' 

Lhe only incident you saw was this one 
about the revolver? I did not see Doherty 
or Healy being beaten, but heard screams. 

May | put it to you that it was only since 
you were collected for this trial that you 
thought of the revolver incident at all? Yes. 

In further reply to Mr. Wood, the witness 
said that he attended the inquiry, which was 
held at Rathgormack. He was told that he 
had not been awarded any compensation. He 
did not want to bring an action. 

This closed the plaintiff's case. 

Mr. Wood asked for a direction on the 
ground that the matters in controversy were 
submitted to a court of arbitration, and were 
there decided, and the amounts awarded to be 
paid in ia Nó of Doherty and Healy were 
paid or tendered in accordance with the sub- 
mission, 

uir, Lynn submitted that there was no 
submission to arbitration in this case, and 
that there was not even a pretence that 
there was. He had yet to find any 
authority, either in law or common sense, he 
said, for such a terrible proposition. 

After legal argument, 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that this was a 
eg te of some difficulty, and exercising 
the best judgment that he could on the 
material before him, he did not see his way 
to bind either of the plaintiffs, Doherty or 
Healy, by the document they signed. He 
came to that decision with some doubt, be- 
cause he had not had an opportunity of fully 
investigating the matter, and he thought that 
the three actions must proceed. 

THE DEFENCE. 

Mr. Wood, opening the defence, said that 
the issue was very simple—whether or not 
the defendants were guilty of assault It 
was in respect of their personal responsibility 
that this action was based. He deemed it 
his duty to have all that the plaintiffs alleged 
against the defendants presented to the jury 
in the fullest possible manner. But he 
thought that by the time the full story 
was told it would he demonstrated 
that it had been told in a form of the 
grossest exaggeration, and that the manner 
and the methods of its telling by the plain- 
tiffs amounted to a set of Jeliberate, con- 
cocted falsehoods. The plaintiffs’ doctor 
could not find any evidence to correspond 
with the ghastly details given by the plain- 
tiffs He suggested that the plaintiffs were 
not there for the purpose of obtaining a just 
recompense for their injuries, but that they 
w--e there with the wilful intention of in- 
juring the reputation of the Civic Guard. 
hey were there on a political exploit, not 
seeking, as they ought, civil redress for 
civil wrongs, and he suggested that the case 
which they presented was one not based en 
tho real injuries received, but a case which 
was dressed up and used for a wrong pur 
pose—a purpose which was an abuse of the 
process of the law. Doherty and Healy sub- 
mitted to an arbitration two months after the 
occurrence, and in the terms of that sub- 
mission, in the most explicit way, signed a 
certain document.

uatures and their definite submission under 
the:r own hands, Mr. ‘:ealy had told them 
that he wanted publication. ‘“‘It was not 
redress for his wrongs that he wanted,” said 
counsel, ‘‘ You are here to give these men 
publication, and not redress.’’ He thought 
that it was in human nature that they would 
al.ays find men who !.ad the courage of 
their convictions, and would always respect 
them, and respect men who had ideals, and 
who were prepared io enforce them at the 
roint of the gun and to sacrifice their lives, 
even though this was — wrong, and 
they knew it was wrong. All violence was 
wrong. These men came there and told the 
jury that at present ‘iey owed no ailegiance 
to the organisation of which they were mem- 
bers. They say: *‘ Oh, we were members of 
it, but not since 1923.” 

“When you find men who deny their 
present allegiance to an ideal and are 
ashamed to confess membership,” proceeded 
counsel, ‘‘they are either cowards or knaves, 
or ashamed of the organisation, or all three. 
We do not want that scourge to society— 
the man who, with a criminal instinct, in- 
dulges his vice in the mask of politics. The 
two are past I.R.A. men—past I.R.A.!” 


THE ATTACK ON THE BARRACK. 

The police found tracks of bicycles on the 
road near Rathgormack, leading to Carrick- 
on-Suir, on the night of November 14, con- 
tinued connsel. Thev ali knew that within 
» radius of five counties a number of Civic 
Guard barracks were token into, and that 
two Guards lay dead as a result of the 
enterprise, and they knew of this attack on 
Rathgormack Barrack. “ Why all this raid- 
ing ?’’ asked counsel. ‘‘ They knew the pur- 
pose of it, and took the books out of the 
barracks. They wanted the books for war, 
of whieh we have . “dd too much, and ‘ what 
can war but endless war still breed, ’? "’ 

Mr. Wood went on to say that he remem- 
bered in 1916 on the day that was maddest 
in Easter Week a small frail man leading a 
movement of pacifists through the streets of 
Dublin. “I state, in reference to his 
memory,” course] continued, “ that that man 
had the spuit of a giant and the couraye of 
a god,.and he will live as a leader of the 
greatest ideal that any people in the world 
can have—Peace.”’ 

A DRAMATIC INCIDENT. 

The silence of the crowded Court was here 
broken by the voice of Mrs. Sheehy Skefling- 
ton, who, with Mrs: Despard, Madame Gonne 
MacBride and other of her friends, sat in the 
front row of the public gallery. 

In a clear, deliberate voice Mrs. Sheehy- 
Skeffington uttered the words: ' And he was 
murdered !"’ 

‘* Silence in court, 
Hanna, 

Mr. Wood—And may eternal peace com- 
fort all such souls, 

Counsel proceeded to say that they wanted 
to realise that violence was wrong. Dealing 
further with the facts of the case, he said

were eighteen or twenty arrests, and only 
three of those eighteen complained. Only 
three of those persons were molested or were 
said to be molested. If, on the part of the 
Civic Guards, there had been any organised 
form of terrorism, such as the plaintiffs 
would have the jury believe, not only three 
would have complained, but the entire lot. 
To judge from their evidence, they wanted 
publication, and in their desire for publica- 
tion they had forgotten the truth. Behind 
the desire for publication, counsel submitted, 
was an improper purpose—namely, that of 
prostituting justice. Was it that they hoped 
to break down what they called a rival 
political organisation? 

These men were not there for cash, but 
for ulterior motives, and counsel asked the 
jury to say that plaintiffs had not established 
their case against either, or all, of the 
defendants. 

‘HANDS UPI” 

Mr. G. Green, Peace Commissioner, County 
Councillor, Knocknacreeha, examined by Mr. 
Rinchy, stated that on the night of November 
14. in or about 6.30 o’clock, three men, all 
masked, two carrying revolvers and one a 
rifle, forced the door of Rathgormack Civic 
Guard Barrack, where witness Was, came 
inside, and shouted ‘“‘Hands up!” One of 
the raiders stood guard, while the others 
notices off the walls. The raiders 
said that they would have to 
open some boxes, but would not take 
any . personal property, adding that 
they had no animosity against the Guards ; 
but were at war with the Government. They 
said that they were looking for records, and, 
after some time, they tied up a number of 
books. Later they cut the tyres off the 
hieycles in the hall, and asked where Sergeant 
O’Brien’s motor cycle was. Before the 
raiders left they told all present not to leave 
for an hour. 

Replying in cross-examination to Mr. Lynn, 
the witness admitted that he had sheltered 
“the boys” at one tima, but it was against 
his principles. He did it through fear. 

RECORDS MISSING. 

Superintendent Keenan stated that 
investigated the raid at Rathgormack, and 
found a number of records missing. He 
ordered the arrest of the plaintifis. No com: 
plaint was made to him by the laintiffs 
about their having been molested. Traces of 
fresh bicycle “ise. É were found on the road 
from’ Carrick-on-Suir to Rathgormack. 

Replying to Mr. Lynn, the witness stated 
that he found that the Guards had taken 
Crotty away to question him apart from the 
others. 

Was it for the purpose of torturing them 
where the sounds would not be heard that 
these men were brought to Rathgormack? 

Witness—Certainly not. 

I suggest to you that if they had been 
brought to Tramore the tortures would have 
been heard there?—There was no torture that 
I was aware of, 

In further reply to Mr. Lynn, the witness 
stated that he saw Crotty being linked by 
two detectives, who said that he had 
collapsed’ outside; that he had fallen over 
something and was weak. Spain and 
Hartigan were suspended pending the inquiry. 
Witness did not resign from the I.R.A. 

Are you still a member !—No. 

AN OATH. 

Did you not take an oath to defend and 
uphold the Irish Republic against all enemies, 
domestic and foreign ?—I did. 

Did you break that oath ?—No. 

You still keep to that oath’—Yes. —. 

Did vou not think that you were viclatang 
your oath to the Irish Republic when— 
" Mr. Justice Hanna—This line of cross: 

Get to something 
relevant, You can say what you like to the 
jury about it later. 

Further replying to Mr. Lynn, the witness 
stated that six men made complaints at the 
inquiry.

John Hartigan, one of the defendants in 
the action, stated that he questioned Doherty 
as to his movements on the occasion of the 
raid at Rathgormack.

ALLEGATIONS DENIED. 

The witness also denied the allegations 
made by both Healy and Crotty. Healy, he 
stated, made an obscene remark to him, and 
he then struck him with his open hand on the 
jaw. He denied hitting Healy with a revolver 
or jumping on him, and said that nobody 
else hit Healy in his presence. As to Crotty, 
the witness said that, in trying to get out of 
the barrack, Crotty slipped and fell back- 
wards against a bicycle. Witness lifted him 
up. Later Crotty refused to answer questions 
that witness put to him. Spain was then 
present. Crotty rushed for the door of the 
barn where they were, and witness tripped 
him up.. Crotty then fell across a box. 

NO BLOOD MARKS, 

Witness brought him te bed, and later he 
was removed to hospital. The allegations 
about fighting a duel and putting a revolver 
into the mouth of any of the prisoners were 
altogether untrue. There were no blood 
marks on any of the plaintiffs.

JUDGMENT IN. COPYRIGHT 
CASE. 


(BEFORE MR, JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) | 

Judgment was delivered in the action in 
which the Performing Right. Society, Ltd., 
claimed an injunction restraining the Bra 
Urban District pair i my he siiege a 
infringing their copyright in the musi 
washer s Venus á rth” and “ Lilac 
Time,” the alleged infringement consisting in 
the performance of these works ” a band 
employed by the Urban Council at the 
Esplanade, Bray, on August 11, 1926. The 
defendants denied any infringement of copy- 
right in the works, and m particular denied 
that the plaintiffs were entitled to the copy- 
right claimed, withj:. the territorial limits of 
the Irish Free State. 

Mr. Justice Johnston, in the course of his 
judgment, recited the facts in the case. he 
first work, the waltz, from ‘“‘ Venus on 
Earth,” by Herr Lincke, was, he said, com- 
posed and published in Berlin in 1897, and 
the author was entitled to copyright therein 
in Germany for his life and for thirty years 
after his death. The second work was com- 
posed in 1921, and was founded on Schubert's 
music. Herr Clutsam was equally entitled to 
copyright in this work in Germany. e 
rights in the works were assigned to the 

laintifís in 1992 and 1925 respectively, ahd 
his Lordship was satisfied, on the evidence 
that had been given, that the plaintiffs had 
proved title to the copyright in these musical 
works, and that there was a breach of the 
copyright on the occasion of the band per- 
formance for which the defendants were 
responsible, if there: was any law. of copy- 
right which protected the plaintiffs interest, 
in Saorstat Eireann on the date in question. 
MATTERS OF INTEREST. 

The action had been brought for an in- 
junction to restrain the defendants from per- 
mitting their bandstand to be used for the 
performance in public of these works, and 
for damages, and the defendants had, in a 
very public spirited way, raised in their 
defence a number of matters of some interest, 
as wel as constitutional questions of import- 
ance, but the only question that was seriously 
discussed at ‘he trial was whether the plain- 
tifis, as the assignees of these two composi- 
tions. were entitled to any copyright in them 
within the territorial limits and jurisdiction 
of the Irish Free Stete. It had been argued 
that whatever rights the authors of these 
works had in Trelanc by. virtue of the Copy- 
rieht Act of 1911, and the Order in Council 
of June 24, 1912, which extended the benefit 
of that Act to German nationals, immediately 
lapsed, so far as the territorial limits of the 
Irish Free State were concerned, on the com- 
ing into operation of the Constitution; that 
the latter document contained nothing that 
would confer any copyright in respect of 
such compositions; that tho Industrial and 
Commercial Property (Protection) Act of 
1927 (No. 16 of 1927) was not applicable in 
the present proceedings and did not 
assist the plaintiffs; and that if the 
Court came to the conclusion that that Act 
did apply, and that Section 174 thereof had 
the effect of reviving the plaintiffs’ copy- 
right in the Irish Free State, then, to that 
extent, that section must be regarded as 
being ultra,vires the Constitution, and of 
no force or effect. 

THE ALLEGED WRONGFUL ACT. 

He was inclined to think that the con- 
tention of the defendants’ counsel as to the 
inapplicability of the Act of 1927, so far 
as the present case was concerned, was well 
founded. the alleged wrongful act took 
place on August 11, 1926, and the Industrial 
and Commercial Property (Protection) Act 
did not become law until May 20, 1927. His 
lordship had not been referred to any f)0Vl- 
‘sions in the new legislation which was in- 
tended to affect the right of’ parties se far 
as regarded litigation that was “pending 
before the Act became law. However, it 
might not be necessary to give an actual 
decision on that point in the present pro- 
ceedings. It was almost admitted—and, if 
it was not admitted, he was in a position 
to find on the evidence—that, immediately 
prior to the coming into operation of the 
Constitution on the establishment of the new 
Government, the plaintiffs were entitled 
within the area which was now the. territory 
of the Irish Free State to copyright in these 
musical pieces. ; 

‘It is now argued,” continued Mr. Justice 
Johnston, ‘‘that this valuable property, 
which the plaintiffs or their assignees enjoyed 
previous to the recent governmental changes, 
was swept clean out of existence by some 
malign magic in the Treaty or the Constitu- 
tion. If this great constitutional change, 
which hitherto has been supposed to have 
affected public rights and national status only, 
is to be regarded as having interfered wth 
private rights of property, whether real or 
personal, whether based on the common or 
statute law, and whether owned by persons 
residing inside or outside this area, the matter 
becomes one of serious import affecting not 
only the persons primarily concerned, but 
also citizens of the Free State itself who may 
have acquired sub-interests in the property 
in question by way of mortgage, lien, assign 
ment or trust. ' 

THE ONUS. 

lt was more or less assumed during the 
course of the argument that onus lay upon 
the plaintifis to show that their rights had 
been preserved by one or other clause of the 
Constitution It seemed to him, on the con- 
trary, that the onus was on the defendants 
to show that the plaintiffs’ copyright in these 
musical pieces had been confiscated or extin- 
guished expressly or by necessary implica- 
tion as a result of these political changes. 
He had not been referred to, and he had 
himself: failed to find, any article of the 
Treaty or the Constitution which brought 
about any such, results. 

“I cannot believe,” 
Johnston, ‘‘that this great constitutional 
change brought that about or was in- 
tended to bring with it a juristic vacuum 
im any department of national activity. 
On the contrary, it is plain, beyond 
controversy, that the Constitution is based 
upon the assumption oí the existence in tive 
Free State of a fully developed body of law 
regulating all rights and duties within thaí 
territory.” 

Reference had been made by both sides to 
Article 73, which provided that :— 

‘Subject to this Constitution and to 
the extent to which they are not in- 
consistent therewith the laws in force at 
the date of the coming into operation of 
this Constitution shall continue to~be of 
full foree and effect until the same or 
any of them shall have been repealed or 
amended.’’ 

INGENIOUS DIFFICULTIES. 

It was by no means clear that that «pro- 
vision had any bearing upon the simple 
question of fact and law that his lordship 
had to decide here, but assuming that it had, 
he could not see how the continuance of the 
rights required by these two German 
nationals, by virtue of the Copyright Act of 
1911, could possibly be regarded as in¢on- 
sistent with the Constitution of the Irish 
Free State. Any suggestion to the contrary 
seemed to him to be wholly unfounded. 

Some ingenious difficulties had been raised 
be counsel for the defendants, particularly by 

r. Dickie in respect of the Order made b 
His»Majesty in Council on June 24th, 1912. 
In regard to the matter it was only necessary 
to point out that that Order was only the 
machinery employed for the purpose of givin 
to the nationals of the countries concerne 
the benefits in these countries of copyright 
law. When such an Order had done its work 
by bringing such persons into this community 
of copyright its force was, generally speaking, 
spent, and the rights of the persons benefited 
were to be sought for in the Act itself. 
Section 29 of the Act of 1911 provided that 
whenever an Order has been promulgated, of 
an international character, by virtue of Part 
Il., then this Act shall apply accordingly and 
the Order itself contained the correspond- 
ing provision, 

A STAY FOR A FORTNIGHT. 

All these problems and difficulties that 
have been suggested, concluded Mr. Justice 
‘Johnston, mas sa be left to the new 
Executive and legislative authorities who now 
have the privilege and the duty of carrying 
on, For these reasons, I think that the

O’Reilly, technical instruction teacher, 1 
Wellington street, Clonmel asks a declara- 
tion that he is in possession of the office of 
Principal and Secretary of the Clonmel Tech- 
nical Schools, notwithstanding resolutions of 
March 1st and September 15th, 1926; that 
the resolutions were yltra vires and illegal, 
as against him to deprive him of his office.

The defendants traverse all the plaintiff's 
alleged cause of action, and say that the 
plaintiff retired voluutarily from office. They 
further plead that the action is barred by 
the Public Authorities Protection Act, 1893. 

After the luncheon interval, Mr. Jellett, 
on behalf of the defendants, said that no 
agreement had, so far, been reached between 
the parties. Assuming there had been a 
settlement, it would have to be. sanctioned 
by the. department concerned—the Ministries 
of Education and Local Government. <A 
opportunity would have to be given to ‘he 
parties to discuss the matter further, and to 
ascertain the attitude of both, or either, of 
the Departments concerned in relation to 
any possible settlement. With that view 
in mind, he would ask that the case be taken 
out of the list for three weeks. 

JUDGE'S UNDERTAKING. 

Mr. Maguire, on behalf of the plaintiff, 
concurred with Mr. Jellett’s suggestion, and 
said that the adjournment would be without 
prejudice to either of the parties . 

Mr. Justice Meredith—Of course, if there 
is no settlement the case will have to go on, 
but I will give every opportunity for a settle- 
ment, and give the adjournment requested.

PROFITS ON SWEEPSTAKES: 
JUDGMENT RESERVED. 
(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON, AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 

The hearing was resumed of the 7 fl by 
the defendant in the case of Hayes (Inspector 
of Taxes) v. Duggan from a decision of Mr. 
Justice Sullivan and Mr. Justice O'Byrne in 
the High Court on March 29 last, and an 
order made on that date declaring that the 
determination of the Special Commissioners, 
on appeal to them, on the point of law 

involved in the case was not correct. 

The case came before the High Court on 
appeal by way of case stated by the Special 
Commissioners, who had decided on the 
appeal to them by the defendant, Mr. R. J. 
Duggan, bookmaker and Turf commission 
agent, against an assessment to income tax 
on £40, for the year 1922-25, made upon 
him under Schedule D of the Income Tax 
Act, 1918, for profits derived from sweep- 
stakes, or a lottery, carried on by him to 
raise funds for the Mater Misericordiz 
Hospital, Dublin, and allowed the appeal, 
discheatan the assessment. 

THE SWEEPSTAKES. 

From the facts, which were admitted, Mr. 
Duggan was assessed to income tax each year 
mele «4 Case II. of Schedule D of the Income 
Tax Act, 1918, in respect of the profits of his 
profession, and the assessment appealed 
against was distinct from the assessment 
made upon him for the year 1922-23 
In respect of his profits as Turf 
commission agent. Mr. Duggan had 
promoted a sweepstake in 1922 for the pur- 
pose of raising funds for the Mater Miseri- 
cordia Hospital on the result of the 
Manchester November Handicap, and paid 
£10,000 to the committee, and he also carried 
on a similar sweepstake in 1923 on the Grand 
National to erect a parochial house for a 


body of the Cancer Hospital to raise funds 
for the hospital. He admitted that he 
derived profits from these sweepstakes, but 
declined, on the advice of counsel, to give the 
Revenue Commissioners any data to ascertain 
the profits. 

OFFICIAL’S CONTENTION. 

The Inspector of Income Tax had contended 

that the profits came under Case I. or II.. of 
Schedule D of the Income Tax Act, and 
also that the sweepstakes were tolerated by 
ths Government and were only technically 
illegal. The Special Commissioners held that 
Mr. Duggan was not liable to assessment in 
respect of the profits mentioned; and Mr. 
Justice Sullivan and Mr. Justice O’ Byrne 
decided that the Commissioners were wrong 
in their finding in point of law. 
Mr. Jellett, K.C., Mr. F. FitzGibbon, 
K.C., and Mr. Sandes (instructed by Mr. 
John Hawthorne) appeared for the ‘appel- 
lart; and Mr, McCann, K.C., and Mr. Lavery 
(instructed by Mr. B. Collins, Revenue 
Solicitor) for the respondent. 

Following Mr. Jellett, K.C.. who had 
opened the appeal on Monday, Mr. Fitz- 
Gibbon, K.C., emphasised the grounds on 
which it was made, pointing out that there

CARRICR-ON-SHANNON, Tucsday. 

At the Carrick-on-Shannon Circuit Court 
to-day, the action was commenced, and ad- 
journed to the end of the sitting, in which 
Andrew Mooney, County Councillor, merchant, 
Drumshambo, sought to recover £300 damages 
from Michael John Conifrey, Drumsheusbo, 
late bú of the Leitrim County Coun- 
cil, for alleged libel. : 

Mr. era Lynch, State Solicitor, who re- 
presented the plaintiff, said that Mr. Mooney 
was a member of the County Council for many 
years, and on two occasions was a candidate 
for the Dail in the Leitrim-Sligo constituency. 
During the Black-and-Tan trouble the Leitrim 
County Council, in common with other County 
Councils, discharged their treasurers, the 
banks, and ap ointed trustees for the Council 
funds. Mr, Ma was one of the trustees 
for Leitrim for a period of three weeks, and 
during that time a considerable amount of 
money passed through his hands. Later he 
was arrested and interned, and upon his return 
a year afterwards, the trustees had to lodge 
accounts of money received and money ex- 
os by them for the purposes of a County 

ouncil audit. Mr. Mooney prepared his ac- 
count, 

ACCOUNTS MIXED TC FOIL CROWN 

FORCES. 

Mr, Lynch said that he might mention 
that instructions were given to the trustees 
to mix the accounts up, in order that if the 
British Crown forces made a raid they could 
not get any trace of the money. Subse. 
— y @ scare was started in Leitrim that 
there was missing trustee money. Then an 
audit took place and, after an interval, a 
couple of private inquiries about this trustee 
money. A second audit took place about a 
year ago, and during the course of that audit 
the auditor alleged that Mr. Mooney had re- 
ceived a certain sum of money which he had 
not accounted for—roughly, £700. 

Mr. L. O'Doherty (instructed by Mr. John 
A. Pettit), who defended, said that the sum 
in question was £680 17s, 3d. 

Mr. Lynch said that Mr. Mooney was, of 
course, upset, and could not understand it. 
The auditor went so far that he threatened 
to have Mr. Mooney arrested if the amount 
was not forthcoming. He got a certain time 
to pay the money. 

AUDITOR'S UNUSUAL ACTION. 

Judge Devitt thought that was a rather un- 
usual procedure for the Auditor. 

Mr, Lynch said that during the course of 
that investigation the libel arose, and was 
contained in a letter written by the defendant 
to Mr. James N, Dolan, T.D., Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Minister of Industry and 
Commerce, who would give evidence in the 
case, When Mr, Mooney was acquainted of 
the charge, he proceeded to his house and 
made a thoroughly careful search. Luckily 
for himself he discovered four receipts which 
represented the exact amount the Auditor was 
charging him with. 

Judge Devitt—What is the defendant? 

Mr. Lynch—He is nothing at the moment, 
sir. He was a paymaster, appointed by the 
County Council, at the time, It seems now 
that Mr. Mooney never gave himself credit 
for this amount. The matter had been in a 
fearful muddle at the time. 

A BEAUTIFUL MIX-UP. 

Later on the Department’s Inspector held 
a sworn inguiry, which only made things 
more confused than ever. The sworn inquiry 
did not find out whether the money was 
missing or not. Some of the officials of the 
County Council thought there was money 
missing and some thought there was not, 
Then there was an extraordinary audit asked 
for by the County Council, but the Depart- 
ment did not grant it; whether they were 
tired of it or not he did not know. 

Judge Devitt thought that the rate 
collectors should have been asked as to the 
amount of the rates they paid over to these pay- 
masters. 

Mr. James N. Dolan, T.D., examined by 
Mr. Lynch, said that he resided in Dublin. 
He received the letter (produced) through the 
post about the 12th January. After some 
time he forwarded the letter to Mr. Mooney. 
It was as a friendly act he handed it to 
Mr. Mooney. He considered that the letter 
was written to him as representing the con- 
stituency. He thought the matter rather sad 
and felt sorry for both of them. He would 
be inclined to help either of them out of any 
difficulties in a fair way. They were both 
friends of his and they were in close associa- 
tion during those times, and both worked 
together in Drumshambo. They were both 
good public-spirited men. 

MR. DOLAN’S EFFORTS TO CLEAR UP 
AFFAIRS. 

Cross-examined by Mr. O’Doherty—Did Mr. 
Mooney go from Leitrim to Dublin to inter- 
view you in connection with this matter?— 
Not in connection, 

Did he want you to use your influence to 
get the matter squared’—He wanted me to 
use my influence to get the matter cleared up 
honestly, not squared. I wanted to have 
everything squared properly and above board.

Dr, Harden, who is a Canon of St. Patrick's 
Cathedral, Dublin, was appointed Headmaster 
of the King’s Hospital, Dublin, in 1922, He 
was ordained in 1895, and was appointed 
Curate of St. Matthew's, Irishtown. He was 
Chaplain to the Femsle Orphan House, 
Dublin, for some years, and from 1905 to 1907 
was Vice-Principal of Training College of 
Lusitanian Church. In 1907 he was appointed 
Headmaster of Kilkenny College and Minor 
Canon of St. Canice’s Cathedral, Kilkenny, 
continuing in these offices until 1914. In the 
meantime he had held for two eggs ee post 
of Examining Chaplain to the Bishop of 
Ossory. He was Vice-Principal of the London 
College of Divinity from 1914 to 1922, and 
Professor of Systematic Theology from 1919 
to 1922. 

Early in his clerical career Dr, Harden 
spent some years in Portugal, where he held 
an appointment under the Spanish and 
Portuguese Aid Society. During that period 
he did a considerable amoynt of translation. 
He was a. contributor to Hastings’s 
““ Dictionary of Christ and the Gospels.’’ In 
1920 he translated The Ethiopic Didascalia, 
and in 1922 he edited the Pealterium dusta 
Hebraeos Hicronym. 

Dr. Harden was educated in Trinity College, 
Dublin, of which he was a _ Scholar. e 
graduated with a Senior Moderatorship in 
Classics and a Junior Moderatorship in Ethics 
and Logics in 1892. In the Divinity School 
also he distinguished himself, winning the 
Carson Biblical Prize, Archbishop King’s 
Divinity Prize (first), and Bishop Foster’s 
Divinity Prize (second) in 1893; the Biblical 
Greek Prize (first), the Wall Biblical Scholar 
ship, the Syriac and Chaldaic Prize (first), 
and the Hebrew Prize in 1894; the Divinity 
Testimonium (first class) and the First Theo- 
logical Exhibition in 1895, Four years alter- 
wards he won the Elrington Theological 
Prize.

DISTRICT JUSTICE'S DECISION 


REVERSED.

evidence. The limit of his duty was to inform 
the court that his client was dead, and auto- 
matically passed out of the suit; he did not 
appear for him any longer, and any evidence 
iven against him alone ceased to be evi- 
ence.

EVIDENCE TO BE HEARD, —- 

Mr, Murphy, for the plaintiff, said that he 
did not, at present, intend to make any ap- 
plication, because the suit did not abate.

Escape from Hollywood. 


During this week the Cinematograph 
Films Bill will leave the House of 
Commons for the Lords. It is a frankly 
protective measure, designed to break the 
American industry's virtual monopoly of 
film production in Great Britain. The 
Bill was the result of prolonged negotia- 
tions bétween the Board of Trade and 
the British producers, renters and ex- 
hibitors, and it has undergone many 
changes in the committee and report 
stages. The House of Commons has 
accepted the provisions that abolish blind- 
booking and block-booking—practices 
which permitted the unloading of vast 
quantities of Hollywood’s worst rubbish 
on the British picture-houses. It has 
adopted also the clauses that enforce a 
“quota’’ of British films, though these 
clauses provoked much controversy. On 
the one hand it was argued that British 
producers, secure in the compulsion that 
the “quota’’ system puts on picture- 
houses, might be content to make cheap 
and poor films. On the other hand—and 
these arguments prevailed—it was urged 
that only by the “quota” could Holly- 
wood 's strangle-hold be loosened, and that 
the increasing prosperity of the British 
producer would be a stimulus to a better 
and more ambitious output. One delicate 
question remains to be settled—the defini- 
tion of a British film. The Bill, as it left 
committee, provides that the studio, the 
author, the producer and a fixed propor- 
tion of the artists must be British, that 
the film must be made by a British com- 
pany, and that a foreign “ star” may be 
employed at an unspecified salary. Yet a 
company registered in Britain need not 
be essentially British, and the foreign 
“star’’ might absorb the main costs of a 
film. These dangers are being met by 
amendments which propose that the 
majority of the directors of a “British ”’ 
film shall be British subjects, and that 
the majority of voting power shall be in 
British hands. On Monday the President 
of the Board ef Trade agreed to reduce 
the Bill’s operative life from twelve to ten 
years and to postpone the full restriction 
of advance booking. He admits that the 
Bill is cautious and experimental. 

As we have no technical knowledge of 
the machinery of the American film indus- 
try in these islands, we cannot foresee 
how. the English Bill, when it becomes 
law, will affect the Free State’s picture- 
houses. If Ireland continues to be fed 
from. Hollywood via London, the effects of 
the Bill’s provisions against block-booking 
ought to be as salutary here as they will 
be in England. On the other hand, if 
Hollywood thinks that it can make money 
by dumping directly upon this country 
the worthless films which hencéforward 
will be rejected by Great Britain, and if 
Irish exhibitors choose to tolerate that 
arrangement, the Sdorstdt’s last condition 
may be worse than the first. In one im- 
portant respect, however, the Free State 
cannot fail to benefit by the British legis- 
lation. It will enjoy, in future, a wider 
range of selection. Hitherto atleast 
ninety. per cent. of. the pictures exhibited 
in Dublin and throughout the twenty-six 
counties have been manufactured at Holly-

“Blighty’’ with “The Big Parade’’ and 
other American films which are carica- 
tures of Europe’s agony. When we reflect 
that in the Free State the “ pictures ”’ 
have a far more potent-influence than the 
schools upon the popular mind, we must 
give a hearty welcome to any development 
which promises to raise their standards ol 
morality and intelligence. 


The Danish Example. 


The depression in the farming industry 
is so general that even the industrious 
Danes are suffering. Mr. J. R. Bond, an 
authority on scientific farming, declares in 
the Daily Telegraph that for the last two 
or three years Danish farmers have been 
drawing on their savings in order to ad- 
just their industry to the new conditions, 
and that even now the end of the time 
of. stringency and the beginning of revival 
are hardly in sight. The Danish farmer, 
however, is “little inclined to blame or 
to trust to other resources than his own 
in helping him through, as he usually 
believes, a passing adversity.’’ What his 
position would be to-day were he a less 
skilful farmer, and were his marketing 
unorganised, “ is too depressing to contem- 
plate.’ That position, however, may be 
contemplated in Ireland, where the agri- 
cultural crisis has fallen on a people un- 
prepared to meet it. Danish agriculture 
may suffer a period of poor returns, but 
the farmer will not weakly go out of 
business He.will hold his market even 
at a sacrifice, knowing that prosperity 
over a period of years can come only by 
perseverance through good fortune and 
bad. It. is to this end that the whole 
agricultural Denmark is 
whole of the 
and 


economy of 
organised. “Almost the 
land is under arable cultivation, 
visitors who habitually associate cattle- 
farming with wide stretches of permanent 
grass have difficulty in assimilating the 
fact that this is a dairying country. Cows 
are to be seen in Jarge numbers, tethered 
out in autumn on clover, lucerne and new 
seeds; but the acreage of roots, young 
corn and ploughed stubbles is so great in 
proportion to that occupied by the cattle 
that the latter appear to be a secondary, 
rather than the primary, feature of the 
farming system.”’ 

The contrast between a farming economy 
this, and farming as it is 
practised in Southern Ireland, 
need be pointed out. In effect, the greater 
part of Ireland south of County Louth 
remains pastoral, and yet probably derives 
far smaller returns from the pastoral 
system than in olden days. There is 
evidence that in distant times the human 
population stood at a higher ratio to the 
although 
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hardly 


animal population than now, 
cattle then were the mainstay of the whole 
economic ‘system. To-day the demands of 
the farmer himself are more complex than 
of old, and his system of production must 
be brought abreast of the times if he is to 
hold his place upon the soil. His 
medieval ancestor ate nuts and beans 
where he demands a plate of meat; but, 
while his standard of living has advanced, 
his industry has gone back. In Ireland 
he enjoys advantages of soil and climate 
that are denied to Denmark. The Danish 
farmer labours between latitudes that only 
the most northerly part of Ireland 
penetrates—the portion of Ireland, 
curiously enough, which alone possesses a 
superior of agriculture. 
Denmark is unwarmed by the Gulf 
Stream ; the growing season for the Danish 
farmer is much shorter than in our mild 
island. The warm, climate of 
Munster and the rich soil of 
Leinster must seem half fabulous to the 
Jutlander. Despite all the disadvantages 
imposed by nature, however, the Danish 
farmer keeps 46 per cent. of his cultivated 
land under cereals, and wins from an acre 
of his cold soil 23.8 cwts. of wheat, 18.2 
ewts. of barley, or 15.4 cwts. of oats. Of 
the total area of his farm-land, 17 per 
cent.

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Automatic Telephones. 


London s first experience of the auto- 
matic telephone seems to have been most 
unfortunate. After a great deal of pre- 
liminary advertisement in the newspapers 
an automatic exchange was opened in 
Holborn on Monday, and the system is 
reported to have collapsed under the 
strain of a busy day. There are some 
6,000 telephone subscribers in Holborn, 
every one of whom, it seems, was so 
anxious to test the new apparatus that 
the Robot-like machine in the exchange 
was quite unable to cope with the shoals 
of calls which kept pouring in from all and 
sundry. Outsiders who tried to ring up 
the Holborn district failed completely to 
obtain replies. One subscriber in a hurry 
was forced to wait for four © urs before 
he was able to get into touch with his 
correspondent, and the Holborn area was 
in a condition of utter chaos throughout 
the day. The girls in:the exchange; whom 
the automatic system was designed te 
relieve, were subjected to such a constant 
bombardment of. angry complaints that 
some of them broke down under the strain. 
Suave supervisors did their best to assure 
the telephoning public that the new system 
was running “sweetly,’’ but the machine 
refused to do its work, and business men 
found that they were able to save time 
by ignoring the telephone and paying 
their calls on foot. Of course, no machine 
can be expected to work miracles. The 
automatic telephone, as has been proved

it as a new toy, and tries to ring up all 
his friends simultaneously, he cannot 
complain When something goes wrong. In 
PD“ ‘in, for instance, where the ordinary 
telephone system is not yet quite so 
efficient as it mi; * be, the new auto- 
matic system in the Ship street exchange 
is working admirably. An automatic 
telephone, like every other machine of 
its kind, requires a certain degree of 
intelligence.in the user, and the failure 
of the Holborn exchange seems to have 
been due entirely to public stupidity. 


Blind Beggars. 


The Croydon Borough Council’s scheme 
to prevent blind persons from soliciting 
alms in the streets will be followed with 
interest by other municipalities in the 
British Isles. Very properly the Croydon 
Council has decided that the presence 
of blind beggars on the streets of 
the borough is a reproach to the 
citizens, and consequently it proposes to 
provide them with pensions on condition 
that they sign an undertaking to beg no 
more. Altogether there are seven blind 
beggars in the Croydon district, and the 
Council estimates that the expenditure of 
£500 per annum will suffice to keep these 
unfortunate people in comparative comfort, 
The allowance will supplement the old 
age pension which blind people receive at 
the age of fifty-five. It will not prevent the 
annuitants from benefit under the Bates 
Fund or other charitable schemes, and 
the only condition is the embargo on 
mendicancy. If one of the pensioners 
breaks the agreement, his or her pension 
will stop automatically. Steps will be 
taken to ensure that the agreement will 
not be evaded by the transference of a 
beggar’s pitch from Croydon to some other 
part of London. Municipal schemes for 
the care of the helpless blind are not new. 
They. are in operation in cities like 
Hull, Bradford and Southampton, where 
blind beggars have disappeared completely 
from the streets; and other towns in 
England are preparing to follow Croydon’s 
good example. The most beautiful city is 
disfigured by the sight of blind beggars 
in its streets, and, however the City Com- 
missioners may strive to improve Dublin’s 
aspect, they will have failed in their object 
so long as a single blind beggar remains. 
We do not suggest that the Croydon scheme 
ought to be adopted immediately in 
Dublin, but we do suggest that the ex- 
periment should be watched with care. 


REMEMBERING TO 
FORGET. 


———— 


LETHE IN DUBLIN. 
(By D. M. LARGE.) 

The ex-soldiers marched to the base of the 
great, grey monument on that sunlit morn- 
ing. when só many of Dublin’s people met 
together to remember. In the measured 
beat of the marching ranks there no 
hint of the broken boots that scarcely kept 
the hoar frost from some feet, weary with 
their fruitless search for work. The swing 
of the straight shoulders held no apology for 
the coat that might be threadbare; and 
above the shining medals were eyes that 
looked straight ahead, yet held a proud 
realisation of the crowds stood and 
watched. 

Bands were playing and poppies made a 
brave show where the people lined the road ; 
and the most important thing in the world 
just then was to march well, and to occupy 
appointed places with military precision, 
So, for a little while, ex-Service men for- 
got—forgot the broken pledges, the bitterness 
of not being wanted, the poisoned sting 
of ingratitude on the part of those who 
owed so much, The winter sunlight touched 
the weather-beaten cross, and the instru- 
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ments of the bands: flashed here and there; } 


while all the time the people gathered to 
remember, and ex-soldiers remembered to 
forget. 

The Last Post clutched at. the hearts of 
the mourners, with its memories of a hasty 
grave; a colonel’s letter, a shadow that 
covered the sun ten, eleven. years ago. Tired 
men in hospital blue shifted their weight 
from one crutch to the other, eased an 
aching shoulder or a slippered foot. | What 
were they thinking then, these men whose 
every day is Remembrance Day, marked red 
by pain? 

Réveille set the world free from the silence 
that helps it to remember, and drove it back 
o the work in which it soon forgets; and, as 
the crowd dispersed, the frosty air was full of 
the irregular patter of footsteps that is so 
different from the tramp of marching men. 
Already many had forgotten, and there were 
snatches of talk about a dance, a football 
match, a likely winner, a coursing match, 
while, far behind, sounded the beat of drums, 
though the shrill music of the fifes was con- 
quered by distance. 

Outside the Park gates some of the crowd 
stopped and formed a line that stretched 
away beside the brown river; and presently 
the marching feet were heard again, and the 
fifes dominated the beating drums. Broken 
bocts and whole, they marched together to 
the music that will ever be associated with 
those years of war-music of a long trail end- 
ing in a land of dreams; of home fires cist 
must not be quenched. Threadbare shoulders 
and warmly clad swung past together, back 
to the work-a-day world of disillusionment. 
To some of the faces above the shiu.ng 
medals anxiety had returned, and the proud 
light was gone from hollow, wistful eyes. 
‘ane things that had helped them to forget 
were passing, and they remembered once

TWENTY-ONE.

MR. DEVLIN’S PROPOSAL. 


Moving the second reading of the Repre- 
sentation of the People Bill, which would 
extend the franchise to women at twenty-one, 
Mr. Joseph Devlin said that he was not 
the six county Parliament 
hecause it had involved the maximum of 
irritation and produced the minimum of 
good. Until now it had been nothing more 
than a rubber stamp for matters passed by 
the British Parliament. 
If that House should refuse to act on its 
own initiative it could not justify its exist- 
ence. Women had votes in the Free State at 
the age of twenty-one years. Why should 
they not have votes in the six counties at the 
same age? In the Free State female employ- 
ment was virtually unknown, while in the 
six counties there was female employment on 

extensive scale. 

Mr. S. Kyle (Labour), seconding, said that 
en assurance had been given by all political 
parties in Great Britain that they were in 
favour of the principles contained in a similar 
bill in England. Some ninety per cent. of the 
workers in the six counties in the linen 
industry were women. If the bill was passed 
it would mean the printing of a new register, 
which would cost fourteen thousand pounds. 
He was in sympathy with the measure, but 
he suggested it would be better if it were 
introduced by the Government, because. it 
would mean giving votes to between 140,000 
and 160,000 additional persons, which might 
possibly entail a redistribution of seats. 

‘* JERRY MANDERING.” 

Mr. Devlin—By a policy of jerrymandering 
you put 67,000 voters into West Belfast, and 
you put, roughly, 45,000 into the-other con- 
stituencies. 

The Prime Minister—Over and over again 
I have pointed out that this Parliament was 
not then in existence. 

Mr. Devlin—The noble lord is quite right, 
but the vital thing is that although you 
were not consulted as a Parliament you, as a 
party, had the preparation of them. 

The Prime Minister—There is not a word 
of truth in it. Why did you not take the 
seat in Liverpool? 

Mr. Devlin—Why did not the right hon. 
gentleman go over there, because he is more 
British than I am? 

The Prime Minister said that the Govern- 
ment’s opponents, having remained outside 
for several years, wanted to have everything 
done in a minute when they came into the 
Parliament. 

Mrs. Chichester (Unionist), opposing the 
bill, said that she could not believe that Mr. 
Devlin had not some other motive in introduc- 
ing the measure. 

Mr. Cahir Healy (Nationalist) said that the 
cost of a new register would be a mere baga- 
telle in comparison with the amount expended 
in 1920 and 1921 in one of the most shameful 
jerrymandering campaigns ever known, 

The Speaker said that he could not allow a 
speech on jerrymandering. 

The Prime Minister, in moving the rejection 
of the bill, said that it would be follish in 
the extreme to proceed with the measure

The Govern- 
ment felt that it was only right to wait until 
it could introduce a measure in Northern 
Ireland dealing with both of those points. 

Mr, Devlin had stated that he was not in 
favour of a Northern Parliament, but he 

forgot that all that was the result of the 
strenuous efforts of his party for years, while 
the members on the Government benches 
wished to prevent the break-up of the United 
Kingdom. 
ONE PARLIAMENT. 

Mr. Devlin—I was a Home Ruler, but I 
wanted one Parliament for one country— 
Ireland. No one in his senses visualised two 
Parliaments. 

The Prime Minister said that Mr. Devlin 
would agree with him that it would have 
been far better if there had been no division 
in the United Kingdom. 

Mr. Devlin—I do not agree with that. I 
would rather be as we are now than be under 
a Parliament of another country. 

The Prime Minister said that he was glad 
to have that admission, for it supported the 
argument he used @ few days ago, that 
there were really only two parties in 
‘Northern Ireland—those who wished a Parlia- 
ment for all Ireland and those who wished to 
remain &s closely as possible with Great 


gceol Shsy he declared that it was not true 
to say that they followed slavishly ion 
‘:ip Great Britain, and stated that they had 
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is Northern Ireland a better system of educa- 
tion, and a temperance measure far in ad- 
vance of anything in other parts of Great 
Britain.

The Prime Minister—I say, not yet quite 
for enough.

Mr. Thomas Henderson (Independent

The bill was rejected by 25 votes to 14, 

INTOXICATING LIQUOR BILL, 

On the committee stage of the Intoxicating 
Liquor and Licensing Bill, Mr. Kyle moved 
an amendment to permit off-licence holders 
to sell tobacco or matches. 

Mr. George B. Hanna, Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Minister for Home Affairs, 
opposing the amendment, said that it was 
the settled policy of the Government not to 
permit mixed trading on off-licence. premises. 

The amendment was defeated by 25 votes 
to 14. 

A Government 


amendment, providing 
“that the sale of i 


intoxicating liquor by 
wholesale in premises in respect of which a 
retailer’s off-licence is in force shall be 
carried on only at the times during. which 
suc' off-licence business may lawfully be 
carried on,” was carried by 22 votes to 14. 
Several other amendments were proposed, 
and the members discussed these at consider- 
able length. The Prime Minister - declared 
that the members of the Opposition were 
adopting obstructionist tactics, an allegation 
which they  strenuousl denied. On 
the other hand, Mr, Devlin expressed 
the view that. it was a new  temper- 
ance bill, introduced .as the result of a 
conspiracy between the Government and 
local option members, and pointed to the fact 
that, although it was described as a Licens- 


had tabled an amendment. 

One of the amendments which was rejected 
sought to permit publicans to hire billiard 
tables, and another to permit publicans in 
country towns to conduct certain “ mixed ”’ 
businesses. 

At 10.30 o'clock Mr, Devlin complained 
that the House was being forced by the 
Prime Minister to sit late, and added: ‘‘ We 
will take pretty good care to give the 
Gcvernment a long sitting to-morrow night. 
We were not prepared to-night.”’ 

The Prime Minister said that no self- 
respecting Government could do anything but 
stand up against that charge, and he was 
not the person to submit to any threat of 
that sort. They must get the programme of 
the Government completed this autumn, and 
it rested with the tactics of the Opposition 
how long they would meet.

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MR. CATHAL M'GARVEY. 


Many who have enjoyed his humorous 
entertainments will regret to learn that Mr. 
Cathal McGarvey died at his residence, Whit- 
worth road, Drumcondra, Dublin, yesterday. 
Mr. McGarvey’s health had caused anxiety of 
late, but his indomitable spirit seemed to over- 
come all difficulties. As lately as on Friday 
last he was broadcasting from 2RN, 


Born in Rathmullen, County Donegal, 
Mr. McGarvey settled in Dublin. a 
good many years ago. For a time 


he held a responsible business appointment, 
but his genius pointed him to Irish humour, 
and he soon forsook the cares of office for the 
more uncertain calling of the stage. Such 
humour as M‘Garvey’s—at once spontaneous 
and original—made quick and sure appeal to 
Dublin audiences, ‘His entertainments were 
most popular, and before jong his name “was 
known in every Irish town or village where 
folk valued clean and wholesome laughter. 

Cathal M‘Garvey, like many of his 
kind, was generous to a fault. No good or 
charitable cause appealed to him in vain, 
His pleasant gifts, indeed, enriched his fel- 
lows, often at his own sore cost. He was of 
that rare few who write as humorously as 
they speak or sing. He knew the peasant 
and the city life of Ireland thoroughly, and 
his written word and public performances 
alike were true to life, His death is a decided 
loss to Irish humour, 


MR. JAMES H. LOCKE. 


Much regret has been caused by the death 
of Mr. James H. Locke, after two weeks’ 
illness, at his residence, Ardnaglue, Kil- 
beggan, yesterday. Mr. Locke was the last 
surviving son of the late Mr. John Locke. 
He was chairman and managing director of 
Messrs. John Loéke and Co., distillers, 
Kilbeggan, and was also a director of the 
Dublin Distillers’ Company, Ltd. Of a kind 
and benevolent disposition, Mr. Locke did 
much for charities. He was very popular io 
business and in sporting circles.

“$ OUR PLACE IN PROPHECY.” 


The Rev. G. F. Waddington, M.A., Vicar 
of Christ Church, Bradford, in the Diocesan 
Hall, Upper Baggot street, Dublin, yesterday 
afternoon, gave the first of his series of 
lectures on “Our Place in Prophecy’’ in 
connection with the British Israel World 
Federation. .“ The Covenants of the Bible” 
was the subject of the opening lecture. 

Mr, Waddington said that the Bible was 
often torn to pieces, done by those who 
were ordained to teach it. He had often 
wondered what Bishop Barnes. would do if 
at an Ordination Service he asked a candidate 
if he believed all the Old and New Testa- 
ments taught, and the candidate answered: 
‘*T accept them as you do; I hold the same 
views as you.” ould the bishop refuse 
ordination? Legally he must do so; logically 
he could not do so. 

The theory of evolution was glibly accepted 
by a very large majority of the teachers of our 
Church because they wanted to be thought 
scholarly. They had got the idea that science 
had accepted the theory of evolution, and that 
they must accept it to keep pace with the 
times. What guarantee was there that the 
theory of evolution would not be out of date 
in ten years’ time? The theory of evolution 
propounded, or rather revived, by Darwin 
was essentially atheistic. 

“Great Britain Great’? was the title of 
the evening lecture. Mr. Waddington said 
that attempts were being made to find a 
scientific origin for everything, “with one ex- 
ception. There had n no scientific ex- 
planation found for the greatest wonder of 
the world’s history—the British Empire, an 
Empire unique in its foundations, its growth, 
its ideals, its standards and its work. When 
they asked how the Empire came into exist- 
ence, the only explanation historians can give 
is that it ‘just hap ! Every other 
empire had been bronght about by the power 
of the sword. No one could argue fairly that 
the British Empire had been won and held 
by the sword. God had increased the Empire 
since the war, and it would be a betrayal of 
bu lands to give them over to any other 
nation,
